How to check your tension 

Before you knit these designs check your tension carefully. Take a pair of No. 10 needles, cast 
on 14 stitches and work in stocking stitch — 1 row knit; 1 row purl — for 18 rows. Cast off; press 
lightly on wrong side. The tension should be 14 stitches and 18 rows to two square inches and the 
knitted square should measure 2 inches each way. If the square is bigger your work is too 
loose; try a size finer needle. If it is smaller your work is too tight; try a size coarser needle. If you 
knit to the correct tension in stocking stitch, you will knit naturally to the correct tension for any 
stitch in this booklet. If you alter the needles to obtain the correct tension in stocking stitch, 
corresponding alterations must be made to the needles throughout.

2nd row — K.4, P. to last 4 sts., K.4. 

3rd row— K. 1 7, y.fwd., K.2, y.fwd., K.l 3, y.fwd., 
K.2. y.fwd., K.25, y.fwd., K.2, y.fwd., K.l 3, 
y.fwd.. K.2, y.fwd., K. 17. 



4th row — K.4, P, to last 4 sts., K.4. 

5th row — K. 1 8, y.fwd., K.2, y.fwd., K.l 5, y.fwd., 
K.2, y.fwd., K.27, y.fwd., K.2, y.fwd., K.l 5, 
y.fwd., K.2, y.fwd., K.18. 

6th row — K.4, P. to last 4 sts., K.4. 

Continue inc, as before on every alt. row until 
there are 285 sts. 

Work 1 row. 

Divide for Back, Fronts and Sleeves as follows: — 
Next row K.4, (K.l Below, see abbreviations, 
P.l) 19 times, (K.IB., P.2 tog., K. IB., P.l) 12 
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times, K.IB., P.2 tog., slip the last 50 of these sts. 
on to a stitch-holder and leave, K.IB., P.l) 37 
times, K.IB., (P.2 tog., K.IB., P.l, K.IB.) 12 
times, P.2 tog., K.IB., slip the last 50 of these sts. 
on to a stitch-holder and leave, (P.l, K.IB.) 19 
times, K.4 (259 sts.). 

Proceed on 1 59 sts. on needle for Back and Fronts 
working rib patt. as follows: — 

1st row — (wrong side facing) K.4, ♦ P.l, K.l, 
rep. from ♦ to last 5 sts., P.l, K.4. 

2nd row— K.4, * K.IB., P.l, rep. from ♦ to last 5 
sts., K.IB., K.4. 

These 2 rows form the rib patt. 

Continue in rib patt. until work measures 6 ins. 
from division for Back, Fronts and Sleeves. 

Cast off in rib. 

Slip 50 sts. for First Sleeve from stitch-holder on 
to a needle, rejoin yarn and proceed in rib patt. as 
follows: — 

1st row (wrong side facing) — * K.l, P.l, rep.

Cast on 33 sts. 

Foundatioo row — (wroi^ side) * K.l, P.l, rep.

Work 5th and 6th rows of rib patt. as on Bonnet 6 
times.

3rd row — (K.l, y.fwd., K.20, y.fwd.) twice, K.l. 
5th row — (K.l, y.fwd., K.22, y.fwd.) twice, K.l. 
7th row — (K.l, y.fwd., K.24, y.fwd.) twice, K.l. 
9th row — (K.l, y.fwd., K.26, y.fwd.) twice, K.l 
(59 sts.). 

K. 11 rows. 

Shape foot as follows : — 

1st row — K.26, sl.l, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.B.l, K.3 
tog., K.26. 

2nd row— K. 1 , P.26, P.B. 1 , P.26, K.l. 

3rd row — K.24, sl.l, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o. K.B.l, 
K.3 tog., K.24. 



4th row— K.l, P.24, P.B.l, P.24, K.l. 

5th row — K.22, sl.l, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.B.l, 
K.3 tog., K.22. 

Continue dec. in this manner on every alt. row 
until the row “K.16, sl.l, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.B.l, 
K.3 tog., K.16” has been worked (35 sts.). 

Next row — K.l, P.2 tog., P.14, P.B.l, P.14, P.2 
tog., K.l (33 sts.). 

Next row— K.l, • y.fwd., K.2 tOg., rep. from • to 
end. 

Next row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 

Work 5th and 6th rows of rib patt. as on Bonnet 6 
times. 

Cast off in rib. . . 

TO MAKE UP 

With wrong side of work facing, block and press 
very lightly using a cool iron and dry cloth. 

Using a flat seam, join seam. 

Press seam. 

Thread ribbon through holes at ankle.

BACK AND FRONTS 

(Worked in one piece to armhole shaping) 

Using No. 11 needles and Main Shade, cast on

These 12 rows form the patt. 

Continue in patt. until work measures approx. 6 
ins. from beg., finishing at end of a 4th row of 
patt. 

Keeping patt. correct throughout, divide for Back 
and Fronts 

Next row — Patt. 33, cast off 6 (one st. on needle 
after cast off), patt. 65, cast off 6, patt. to end. 
Proceed on first group of 33 sts. for Left Front as 
follows : — 

Dec. 1 st. at armhole edge on every alt. row until 
18 sts. remain. 

Shape neck 

Next row — Cast off 6, patt. to end. 

Dec. 1 st. at neck edge on next and every alt, row 
until 4 dec. have been worked at neck edge, at the 
same time continue dec. 1 st. at armhole edge on 
every alt. row as before until 1 st. remains. 

Fasten off. 

Rejoin yarn to second group of 66 sts. for Back 
and proceed as follows: — 

Dec. 1 st. at both ends of every ait. row until 22 sts. --- 
remain. 

Cast off. 

Rejoin yam to remaining group of 33 sts. for 
Right Front and complete to match Left Front 
reversing all shapings. 



Using No. 11 needles and Main Shade, cast on 
92 sts. 

Work 1st to 32nd row of border patt, as at 
commencement of Back and Fronts, then work 
from to until work measures 6 ins. from 
beg.

RIGHT FRONT BAND 

Using No. 11 needles and Main Shade, cast on 7 
sts. 

1st row — K.2, (P.1, K.l) twice, K.l. 

2nd row — (K.l, P.l) 3 times, K.l. 

3rd row — K.2, P.l, y.r.n., P.2 tog., K.2. 

4th row — As 2nd row. 

Continue in rib working a buttonhole as on last 2 
rows on every 17th and 18th rows from previous 
buttonhole until 6 buttonholes in all have been 
worked. 

Work 2 rows. . 

Cast off.

LEFT FRONT BAND 

Omitting buttonholes, work as Right Front Band. 

TO MAKE UP AND NECKBAND 

Omitting K.l, P.l, rib with wrong side of work 
facing, block each piece by pinning out round 
edges. 

Omitting K.l, P.l rib, press each piece very lightly 
using a cool iron and dry cloth. 

Using a flat seam for K.l, P.l rib and a fine back- 
stitch seam for remainder, join side and sleeve 
seams and stitch Sleeves into position. 



SLEEVES 

Using No. 1 1 needles and Main Shade, cast on 38 
sts. 

Work in K.l, P.l rib for 1 inch. 

Next row — Rib 3, (inc. in next st,, rib 5) 5 times, 
inc. in next st., rib to end (44 sts.). 

Change to No. 10 needles and proceed in ridge 
patt. as on Back, inc. 1 st. at both ends of every 
following 5th row until there are 58 sts. 

Continue on these sts. until work measures 
approx. 6^ ins. from beg., finishing at end of a 4th 
row of patt. 

Keeping patt. correct throughout, shape top as 
follows: — 

Next row — ^Cast off 3, patt. to last 3 sts., 
cast off 3. 

Break off yarn. 

Rejoin yarn and dec. 1 st. at both ends of every 
alt. row until 8 sts. remain. 

Cast off. 
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Using No. 1 1 needles and Main Shade, with right 
side facing knit up 81 sts. round neck. 

1st row — * K.l, P.1, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
2nd row — K.2, ♦ P.1, KJ, rep. from * to last st., 
K.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice more. 

Cast off in rib. 

Fold Hood in half with cast-on edge at front, 
using a fine back-stitch seam, join back of Hood. 
Stitch Hood into position round neck. 

Stitch on Front Bands. 

Attach buttons. 

Press seams. 

Using oddments of Blue and Pink work embroi- 
dery as on diagram and photograph. 

Breechettes 

RIGHT LEG 

Using No, 1 1 needles and Main Shade, cast on 74 
sts. 

Work 6 rows in K.l, P.l rib. Mark this point. 
Work 6 rows in K.l, P.l rib. ** 

Change to No. 10 needles and work 2 rows in K.l , 
P.l rib. 

Shape back as follows : — 

1st row — Rib 7, turn. 

2nd and alt. rows — Rib to end. 

3rd row — Rib 17, turn. _ 

5th row — Rib 27, turn. 

Continue in rib working 10 sts. more on every 
alt. row until the row ‘"rib 67, turn’' has been 
worked. 

Next row — Rib to end. 

***Continue in rib, inc. 1 st. at both ends of next 
and every following 10th row until there are 88 sts. 
Continue on these sts. until work measures 8 ins. 
from marked point, finishing with right side 
facing for next row (measured at short edge). 

Shape leg by casting off 2 sts. at beg, of next 2 
rows, then dec. 1 st. at both ends of next and every 
alt. row until 42 sts. remain. 

Continue in rib until work measures 7J ins. from 
cast-off sts., finishing with right side facing for 
next row (measured at centre of work). ♦** 

Divide for foot as follows: — 

1st row— Rib 38, turn. 

2nd row — Rib 13, turn. 

Work 20 rows in rib on these 1 3 sts. 

Break off yarn. 

Rejoin yarn to inside edge of 25 sts. left, with 
right side facing, knit up 15 sts. along side of foot 
rib across 13 sts. on needle, knit up 15 sts. from 
other side of foot, finally rib across remaining 4 
sts. (72 sts.). 



Change to No. 11 needles 

Commencing with a P. row, work 9 rows in 
stocking stitch. 

Shape foot as follows. 7^' 

1st row— K.8, K.2, tog.t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog., K.31, 
K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog., K. to end. 

2nd, 4th and 6th rows — P. 

3rd row— K.7, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog., K.29, 
K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog., K. to end. 

5th row— K.6, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog., K.27, 
K.2 tog, t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog., K. to end. 

Cast off. 

LEFT LEG 

Work as Right Leg to 

Change to No. 10 needles and work 1 row in K.l, 
P.l rib. 

Shape back as follows: — 

1st row — Rib 7, turn. 

2nd and alt. rows — Rib to end. 

3rd row — Rib 17, turn. 

5th row — Rib 27, turn. 

Continue in rib working 10 sts. more on every alt. 
row until the row “rib 67, turn” has been worked. 
Next row — Rib to end. 

Work 1 row in rib. 

Work as Right Leg from ♦♦♦ to 

Divide for foot as follows: — 

1st row — Rib 17, turn. v, _ ^ 

2nd row — Rib 13, turn. 

Work 20 rows in rib on these 13 sts. 

Break off yam. 

Rejoin yam to inside group of 4 sts. left, with 
rigiit side facing, knit up 15 sts. along side of foot, 
rib across 13 sts. on needle, knit up 15 sts. from 
other side of foot, finally rib across remaining 25 
sis. (72 sts.). 

Change to No. 1 1 needles 

Commencing with a P. row, work 9 rows in 
stocking stitch. 

Shape foot as follows: — 

1st row — K.23, K.2 tog. t.b.l,, K.l, K.2 tog., K.31, 
K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog., K. to end. 

2nd, 4th and 6th rows^ — P. 

3rd row — K.22, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog., 
K.29, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog., K. to end. 
5th row — K.2 1, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog., K.27, 
K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog., K. to end. 

Cast off, 

TO MAKE UP 

With wrong side of work facing, block each 
piece by pinning out round edges. 

Press each piece very lightly using a cool iron and

1st row — K.2, (P.1, K.I) 3 times, K.l. 

2nd row — (K.l, P.l ) 4 times, K.l . 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once more. 

Next row — Rib 4, y.fwd., K.2 tog., rib to end. 
Next row — (K.l, P.l) 4 times, K.l. 

Continue as on 1st and 2nd rows until work 
measures 12 ins. from beg. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Block and press very lightly using a cool iron and 
dry cloth. 

Using a fine back-stitch seam, join sides of 
Bonnet to back piece. 

Flat-stitch Band along lower edge of Bonnet 
easing in back of Bonnet and leaving U ins, at 
each end free.

Work 8 rows in moss stitch (every row ♦ K.l, P.l,

1st row — Moss stitch 5, y.fwd., K.2 tog., P.l, K.l, 
y.fwd., K.2 tog., moss stitch to last 11 sts., K.2

Rinse thoroughly - at least twice - adding a softener to the final rinse for perfect 
results. Remove excess moisture by squeezing or rolling in towel or spin-drying. Shape out 
and dry flat. Pressing should be unnecessary but if desirable use cool iron lightly on wrong 
side only when completely dry.
